A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.

3. Claims 56-63, 65-76, and 78-1 54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither shows nor suggest a method of forming a flat panel display device 
comprised of, in part, coupling the first frame with the second frame, the flat display 
panel and the backlight unit being disposed between the first frame and the second 
frame, the backlight unit being adjacent the first frame and the flat display panel being 
adjacent to the backlight unit, wherein the first frame is capable of being fixed to a case 
with a fastening part at a rear surface of the first frame.
